Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  thirty- 
eighth  annual  report,  being  for  the  year  1939.  In  doing 
so,  I  follow  the  lines  indicated  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
in  Circular  1961. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  population  is  mainly  composed  of  artisans 
employed  in  the  textile  industries  of  the  manufacture  and 
dyeing  of  silk  and  artificial  silk. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  4,306  acres 
with  an  estimated  population  of  19,300 

The  rateable  value  is  £100,170  and  a  penny 
rate  produces  £406. 

In  common  with  other  districts  which  are 
classed  as  reception  areas  under  the  Government 
Evacuation  Scheme,  immediately  prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
war,  we  received  just  over  3,000  evacuees  from  the  City 
of  Manchester. 

Much  has  been  written  concerning  the  condition 
of  these  evacuees  on  their  arrival  in  the  reception 
areas,  so  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  at  this  juncture,  to 
pass  any  comment  on  that  aspect  of  our  social  life. 

The  billeting  of  the  adults  and  children  v/as  carried  out 
according  to  plan  and  the  only  difficulties  that  arose 
were  those  due  to  the  appalling  condition  of  some  of  the 
evacuees  arriving. 

We  experienced  the  same  trouble  as  other 
authorities  -  namely  the  "drift  back"  particularly 
with  the  adults,  who  soon  found  that  the  comparative  quiet 
of  the  country  districts  made  them  feel  like "strangers  in 
a  foreign  land". 

Many  are  the  lessons  that  have  been  learned  by 
local  authorities,  particularly  in  the  health  services 
since  this  social  upheaval  took  place,  and  we  must  bear 
the  lesson  in  mind  and  act  upon  the  experiences  gained 
immediately  the  war  is  over.  Nothing  more  need  be  said 
at  this  moment,  as  the  job  in  hand  is  to  win  the  war,  and 
"that"  as  quickly  as  possible.

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS  REPORT. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leek  Urban 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  my  sixth  Annual  Report  being  for 
the  year  1939  is  of  the  briefest. 

In  common  with  other  authorities  much  time 
and  work  was  expended  on  various  aspects  of  civil 
defence,  the  details  of  which  cannot  be  given  in  a 
report  such  as  this.  In  September  1939  - 
immediately  prior  to  the  out-break  of  war,  we  received 
in  Leek,  which  is  classed  as  a  reception  area,  over 
3,000  evacuees  from  Manchester,  The  billeting  of 
these  mothers  and  children  proceeded  smoothly  and 
satisfactorily  and  as  your  Council’s  Chief  Billeting 
Officer  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  the  debt  of 
gratitude  we  owe  to  all  those  who  took  part  in  this 
work.  I  would  like  to  mention  particularly  thg, 

local  teachers  who  worked  tirelessly  and  gave  <aii  their 
best,  together  with  each  member  of  my  own  department 
who  worked  unceasingly  even  to  the  point  of  exhaustion. 

It  is  hoped  that  at  the  conclusion  of 
hostilities  to  produce  a  comprehensive  report  dealing 
she  the  war  years. 

The  following  details  recorded  are  purely 
statistical  and  give  no  indication  of  the  actual 
a  ctivities  during  the  year. 


MEAT  ♦ 

There  are  seven  private  slaughter-houses, 
consisting  of  one  registered  and  six  licensed,  but  during 
the  year  one  of  the  licensed  premised  was  not  used  for 
slaughtering,  the  remaining  six  being  used  constantly. 

During  the  year,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  made 
851  visits  to  these  premises  and  the  number  of  carcases 
inspected  was  5,432,  comprising  1,068  oxen,  1,277  pigs, 
3,073  sheep  and  74  calves. 

Ten  whole  carcases  and  the  following  organs  were 
found  to  be  unsound  or  diseased  and  were  surrendered  and 
destroyed.
